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DAPHNE GETS A LEG UP

Daphne Liddle, has had "a leg 
up" the promotion ladder at her 
day job as a reporter for THE 
NEW WORKER the weekly 
newspaper of he miniscule, 
New Communist Party of 
Britain. 

Up to the middle of last year 
Daphne was perhaps the oldest 
"cub" reporter on the 
newspaper but then suddenly in 
October she became the lead 
writer with an uninspiring front 
page article on the Labour party 
conference. 

This was followed in November 
with another front-page lead 
article on Labour's plans to 
further erode civil liberties in 
Britain. 

Rumours that Theo Russell, 
New Worker's previous lead 
writer had been overthrown in a 
Liddle led coup circulated 
around the left, as did 
suggestions that perhaps poor 
Theo had fled to Mexico only to 
be assassinated with an ice- 
pick by revolutionaries within 
the party. Fortunately, Theo 
has resurfaced safe and sound 
although relegated to a less 
prominent part of the paper. 

Daphne’s meteoric elevation 
through the ranks of the NCP 
can only be compared to the 
historical storming of the winter 
palace by NCP icon, Lenin. 



Seasoned socialists are 
speculating that now Daphne 
has achieved a position of 
power within the NCP will she 
use this to build a powerbase to 
eventually eclipse Searchlight, 
or will she make a straight bid 
to challenge Gable for the 
position of Searchlight 
publisher? 



New Target contacted 
Daphne’s former spouse, Terry 
Liddle, at his Eltham, South 
London, home to ask if he 
thought his wife had the 
necessary qualities to become 
the first woman to lead a 
Communist party, albeit a very 
tiny one, but Terry refused to 
comment, muttering fears about 
ending his days in a Gulag 
somewhere. 

We shall report further on the 
activities of Daphne and her 
comrades from Falcon Road, 
SW11, as more information 
becomes available.

The Socialist Workers Party, close 
friends and supporters of 
Searchlight try to give the 
impression that they are a genuine 
political party by holding regular 
branch meetings throughout the 
country. For over a year our 
intrepid research team headed by 
the spymaster-in-chief, Stevie 
Argent, have been tracking SWP 
branch meetings. Not surprisingly 
they found the average attendance 
was a miserly seven people per 
meeting. No wonder the SWP are 
still waiting for the revolution that 
will sweep them to power! 

During the investigation it was 
noticed that many of the branch 
meetings are held in local public 
houses, often under a false name 
to deceive the publican. 

In this issue we publish an 
amended list of pubs used 
regularly by the SWP. If any of 
them is YOUR local then you owe it 
to the publican and customers to 
educate them about the true nature 
of the extremist and violent SWP. 

London Area 

Moynihan Arms, Georges Road, 
N7. 

Used regularly by the Lower 
Holloway branch. 

The Ship. Tottenham High Road. 

Used regularly by the Tottenham 
branch. 

Black Horse and Harrow. 
Rushey Green, SE6. Used 
regularly by the Catford branch. 
Monthly on a Wednesday. 

Tut & Shive. Upper Street, 
Islington. Used regularly by the 



Angel branch. Monthly on a 
Wednesday. 

The Birdcage. Stamford Hill. 

Used by the Stamford Hill branch. 
This branch does not appear to 
hold meetings very often. 

Lord Nelson. Old Street and the 
Macbeth in Hoxton Street are 

both used by the Hoxton branch. 

Essex 

Back in August 99 our investigators 
were advised of a meeting of the 
Romford branch to be held at the 
Old Oak, Brentwood Road. Six 
people attended and since then, 
despite regular checks with the 
publican no further meetings have 
been held. Perhaps the branch has 
dissolved or been amalgamated. 
We shall keep monitoring this area. 

Kent and Sussex 

In Kent the Gillingham branch hold 
regular monthly meetings, normally on 
a Wednesday at the Black Lion, Mill 
Road, Gillingham. Attendance was 
well above average on the evening 
we observed. 

In Brighton, the local branch meet 
occasionally at the George Beard 
pub. 

East Midlands 

In Leicester the local branch meet 
monthly on a Thursday at the 

Rainbow & Dove in Charles 
Street. 

West Midlands 

Stourbridge & Halesowen branch 
hold regular monthly meetings 
normally on a Wednesday at the 

Porter’s Ale House, Birmingham 



Street, Halesowen. Again, above 
average attendance at the meeting 
we monitored. 

On Thursday the Dudley branch 
hold monthly meetings at the 
decidedly non-politically correct, 
Saracen's Head public house in 
Priory Street. We wonder what 
their Muslim members thought of 
this venue. 

Yorkshire 

Barnsley has two active branches 
and surprisingly both meet on the 
same day, normally a Thursday. 
The venues are the Shaw Inn, 
Racecommon Road, and the 
Buxton Arms, Goldthorpe Street, 
Goldthorpe. Attendance at both 
meetings was barely above 
average. 

North West 

In Bury the local branch meet 
regularly, normally on a Thursday, 

at the Clarence, in Silver Street. 
In Preston the venue is the 
Stanley Arms and for teetotalers 
regular meetings of the Burnley 
branch are held at the Red 
Triangle cafe in St James Street. 
This address has come to our 
notice before and any

We shall continue to monitor 
venues used by the SWP until 
they reject the politics of 
harassment and hate.

Remember ...SELF DEFENCE IS NO OFFENCE 
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MYSTERIOUS MARGARET RESIGNS FROM SEARCHLIGHT 



Margaret Field has resigned 
as a director of Searchlight. 
Mysterious Margaret, as she 
was known to Searchlight 
watchers, first became a 
Searchlight director in May 
1997, but despite extensive 
efforts by both our research 
team and the office junior, we 
were unable to obtain any 
information on this mystery 
woman. Using the trendy and 
politically correct "Ms" instead 
of the more usual "Miss" or 
"Mrs" she was unknown by 
any of our contacts on the 
political Left. 

Perhaps to enhance her 
sinister image, fifty-two year 
old Margaret hid behind a false 
address, using Searchlight's 
registered office at 37b, New 
Cavendish Street, London as 
her home address. 

This it would seem led 
ultimately to her resigning as a 
Searchlight director. 

Documents shown to New 
TARGET disclosed a serious 
threat issued to Searchlight by 
Companies House in Cardiff, 
that Searchlight as a company 
would be de-registered unless 
Ms Field submitted what 
appeared to be a residential 
address. The loss of Limited 
Company status could have 
been very costly for 
Searchlight given the amount 
of legal protection a Limited 
Company enjoys. In addition, 



it is well known that 
Searchlight craves some form 
of legitimization so as to 
appear to be a serious 
publishing group instead of the 
producers of a glossy hate 
sheet. 

The demands from Companies 
House obviously upset 
Searchlight to the extent that 
they were also overdue in 
submitting their annual 
returns. 

A failure to submit annual 
returns can lead to the 
prosecution of each, and every 
one, of the directors! 

To save Searchlight further 
pressure from Companies 
House, Ms Field gallantly 
resigned as a director on the 
22 nd of September 1999. 

This heroic sacrifice may not 
have been enough to save 
Searchlight from an 

investigation by the 

Companies House registration 
authorities who may want to 
ask why at least three 

Searchlight directors 

apparently, and presumably 
deliberately, also gave false 
information in previous annual 
returns. 

Our source has also 

suggested that the Charity 
Commissioners may be 
contacting Searchlight to ask 
some embarrassing questions 
about information supplied to 
them which may, after closer 
examination, be inaccurate or 



false. Under the act, "it is an 
offence for any person (not 
just trustees) to give 
information which is false or 
misleading”. 11/93. Para:4.2. 
Another area of concern to 
Searchlight could be the 
increasing demands to the 
Charity Commission to 
investigate what appears to be 
political activity undertaken by 
Searchlight. Political activity is 
not allowed under the Charity 
Acts. "A charity must not issue 

material which supports or 

opposes a particulap political 
partyjf 

"A charity whose stated 
purposes include the 
advancement of education 
rnust not overstep the 
boundary between education 
and_ propaganda ", 

Searchlight could find 
themselves spending large 
amounts of their recent lottery 
grant on solicitors fees in an 
attempt to maintain their 
position as a registered 
company and a registered 
charity.

Whilst on the subject of libel 
cases, did you know that the 
former MP, Neil Hamilton, who 
was recently unsuccessful in 
suing Harrods owner, Mohamed 
Al Fayed, successfully sued the 
BBC some years ago over a 
programme entitled, Maggie's 
Militant Tendency, in which he 
was projected as being involved 
or sympathetic to Fascism? 

Part of the research team for the 
programme was someone who 
was, and still is, part of the 
Searchlight team!
